The argument advanced by the gold 


press that the miner aloua would be 
benefltted by the restoration of silver 
is refuted by the Mirer Knight, which 
says: 


"The constant iteration and reitera- 


tion ^by th° entire gold press and all 
tne goldites in Christendom, that with 
free coinage of silver the silver dollar 
would be worth only fifty cents,if trne, 
refutes the ttssei tion that free coinage 
is for the benefit of the miuo owner, 
because the mine owner can now get a 
little over fifty cents in gold for o 
grains ot pure silver. If he could get 
no more under free coinage, how would 
he be beuefitted? 
If the mints \voro 


opened for free coinage he could get a 
dollar at the mint for 412,1,' grain* of 
standard bilver, and everybody flae 
could do tho same. How would he 
have any special advantago over others 
to whom the four thousand millions of 
silver in existence is accessible for pur- 
chase and conversion into dollars? It 
is easy to see how the 5roe coinage oi 
silver would make 
more 
standard 


money au.l lu^rease the volume and 
decrease the 
purchasing 
power of 


money and thereby benefit debtors, 
taxpayers and all others having fixed 
charges to meet, and also stop falling 
prices, \\hich are death to enterprise; 
but the silver miners, as such, c-">uld 
getnouioie benefit from free toiuage 
than tho enhanced purchasing posver of 
silver would gi?e. If it were not en- 
hanced at al! they would get no profit; 
if it were enhanced enough to bring 
silver on a par with gold, they would

An act to provide for organizing and 


disciplining the militia of the State, 
approved March -1, 1865, makeb the 
Governor Commauclor-in-chief of the 
militia of the State, and provides that 
"in Cdso,-of war, insurrection or robel- 


piJtfST or of resistance to the execu- 
tion of tho laws of this State, or upon 
the call of any officer of the United 
States army, commanding a division, 
department or district in Nevada, or 
upon the call of any United States 
Marshal in Nevada, or of any Mayor of 
any city, or Chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners of any county, or of 
any sheriff, tho Commander-iu-chief is 
authorized to call into active service 
any portion of the organized or en- 
rolled militia of this State." 


As. Mr. Tangerman did not occupy 


any of the positions above mentioned 
the Acting Governor could not comply 
with his request. 
The Governor was 


not called upon by the local authoii- 
ties ot Storey county for assistance 
and as Mr. Tangerman did not return 
to the Comstock theie was no occasion. 
He waa taken oat of town probably be- 
fore the authorities knew of his de- 
parture, as he admitted here in lleno 
that there were not more than thirty 
men present and as he did not go back 
that closed the incident. 


WILL DUrONX BE SEATED? 


There is a vacancy in the United 


States Senate caused by tho failure of 
tho Delaware Legislature to elect a 
Senator. There was a deadlock during 
which the Governor of the State died. 
William T. Watson, President of the 
Senate, took the oath of office nnd as- 
sumed the duties of Governor. That 
occurred on April 9th and Governor 
Watson took no part in the proceedings 
of the Legislature until May 9th, the 
last day of the legislative session, 
•when he ascertained that tbe Kepubli- 
cans were going to cast theirs vote for 
Henry A. Dnpont. He then entered 
the joint assembly, took the Presi- 
dent's chair, said he was entitled to 
vote and have his vote lecordod agaiut 
Dupont. He claimed that he exercises 
the functions of Governor by being 
President of the Senate and 
if he 


ceased to be a member of the Senate he 
would cease to be acting Governor. He 
ref used to sign Dupont's election cer- 
tificate on the ground that he did not 
receive a majority of tho votes of the 
joint assembly. 


Now the Senate Committee on Elec- 


tions by a strict party vote has re- 
ported in favor of seating Dupout, but 
it is by no means certain that the re- 
port 
of 
the . committee will be 


adopted 
by 
the 
Senate. 
The 


gold men will probably 
vote to 


seat Dapont and the silver men against 
it, in which event the title to the seat 
will not be settled upon its merits. 


_ The Territorial Kepnblican conven- 
tion ot Oklahoma Territory assembled 
yesterday.

First thing of all before thf> TJ. S. 


I District Court at this morning's open- 
ing at 10 o'clock came the trial jury in 
the "Buttermilk Jake," McNamara case, 
selling whisky to Indians. The jury 
had been out all night, and. tho fore- 
man, W. Hy Doane, stated tho perfect 
impossibility for the jury to agree. So 
they were discharged till Monday at 10 
o'clock A, n. 


The case of Henry Piper, charged 


and indicted by the Gnmd Jury with 
stealing some crude amalgam from the 
Carson M>nt, now came up in due form. 


His Honor said: 
"Mr Piper, the 


Statute of the United States under the 
provision of which you have been con- 
victed reads as follows: 'Every person 
who robs another of any kind, or dis- 
cription of personal property belong- 
ing to the United States or felonously 
takes or carries away the same, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
$5,000 or imprisonment not less than 
one or more than ten years, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment.' 


With reference to your guilt, I regret 


to say that there is no doubt in my 
mind. You have a good family, one 
highly honored in tho community where 
you have lived; your wife is a good 
woman and it is a pity that you did 
not think before you committed this 
deed and not bring disgrace upon 
them. If the U. S. Mint officers had 
done their duty and brought offenders 
to justice when crimes were committed, 
it seems that so much deficit and dis- 
honest work would not have existed in 
that institution to-day. I am unable 
to understand the principle of any 
business mail in a public institntion 
who permits a thief to go at liberty 
simply with a discharge. 


It is a long time since you committed 


this crime and since then I believe that 
you havo experienced more suffering 
in your heart than any sentence that 
I could impose upon you would inflict. 


The least I could give you is one 


year as a term of imprisonment so 
that I will have to resort to the finei 
whicn is limited to $5,000.
